So it is to he a Tariff "for Kivonue only" if 
the Democrats get in.

A Tariff for revenue only is one intended 
to raise a certain amount of money, without 
regard to who pays it. A Protective Tariff 
is one which puts the duty on articles that are 

manufactured more cheaply abroad than they 
cait be in this counrry without wage rednotiouH 

and so eipuilizes (he ilifftMeiices in the cost of 
lalj(»r. Tie nearest tin- I'niliHl States ever 
came to having a TaritI' fm ifvcmie only since 
the policy of Protection was tirtit inaugurated 
iu IHM to 1«9«). That was the soup- 
house era in American history. The New 
York World at that time gave away more than 
a millioo loaves of bread to faniili^ that were 
atJirving because the business of the country 
had been paralyzed. Evidently The World 
\h itching to again embark in such a charity, 
for it is advocating thn election to ih-i Presi 
dt'iicy of W'oodrow Wilson, who is and always 
has been an out-aiHl-out Free-Trader and sub 
scribes to the Democratic platform of a "TaritT 
for revenue only."
